Postmaster Mulligan to Memorialize 
Satolli on Behalf of Catholics. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
BOSTON, Dec. 2.—A Traveller special | 
from New York says that James I. 
Mulligan, postmaster at New Brighton, 
N. Y., recently chosen provisional 
chairman of a Committee on Appeal, 
organized to take some decisive step 
toward having set aside the pronuncia- 
mento that all Catholics must sever 
their relations with the Knights of Py- 
thias, the Odd Fellows and the Sons of 
Temperance, under pain of excommuni- 
cation, is now preparing an address to 
be presented to Mgr. Satolli asking for 
a formal reopening of the case of the 
Knights of Pythias, that the Catholic 
members thereof may have an oppor- 
tunity to present their side of the case. 
Mulligan believes that a proper presen- 
tation of the case to Mgr. Satolli will 
raise the ban against the Knights and 
he asks all Catholics throughout the 
country to forward their names and 
addresses to him that they may be at- 
tached to the petition which will be 
addressed to the papal delegate. 

In an interview Mulligan said: “If all 
the Catholics in the Knights. of Pythias 
will co-operate in this movement I be- 
lieve that Mgr. Satolli will give them 
a hearing and I am sure that we will 
be able to prove convincingly that there 
is nothing in the constitution, vy-laws 
or ritual of the order that will pre- 
vent a man from being a good Catholic 
and a patriotic citizen.” N

Turkish Affairs Delicate 


to Handle.

Abdul Hamid’s Opponents are 
Tlabdergasted. 


The Sultan is Unanimous While 
the Powers are 
Divided. 


More Brave Talk About "Concerted 
Action“ and Ambassadorial Con- 
ferences—The Firing on 
the Dryad. 


— 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 1. via So- 
fia, Bulgaria, Dec. 2.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) While being desirous of not doing 
anything which would in any way 
tend to induce disturbances or hinder 
the work of restoring order, the pow- 
ers again appear unanimously resolved 
to insist upon the demand for extra 
guardships. In consequence the am- 
bassadors have arranged for a meet- 
ing tomorrow (Monday) to consider 
what action is necesasry in view of 
the Sultan’s continued objection to 
granting flrmans. 

Meanwhile the impression is being 
conveyed to the public that the Sultan 
has won a great victory. This tends 
to make the matter more delicate to 
handle, as to demonstrate such is not 
the case is almost certain to lead to an 
outbreak even more serious than the 
one which gave the pretext for a de- 
mand for extra guardships. A Turk- 
ish official, discussing the withdrawal 
of the Dryad, intimated that the pow- 
ers objected to any power taking the 
lead in any action in Turkey. In other 
words, if action is to be taken, it 
should be combined action upon the 
part of the powers. Thus it is inti- 
mated that if the passage of the Dar- 
danelles is to be forced it should be 
done by the warships of all the powers 
interested... This was the original un- 
derstanding, but Great Britain, it ap- 
pears, was not disposed to delay mat- 
ters beyond a certain point. 

Another diplomat’ said it looked as if 
Great Britain had attained the object 
she. had in view, namely, to show t 

ultan and the powers «ae wen, 
while being desirous of acting in accord 
with -the other powers, Her Majesty’s 
government was prepared to act alone, 
if the necessity should arise, and 
if the powers desire concerted ac- 
tion they must act promptly or Great 
Britain will take the initiative. The so- 
called firing upon the British ship Loch 
Bannoch in the Dardanelles is said by 
Turkish officials to be easily explained. 
They say the Loch Bannoch arrived 
after sundown, and, instead of anchor- 
ing, attempted to proceed and was sig- 
nalled from shore by gunshot to bring 
up. As she did not do so, a second 
shot was fired and the Loch Bannoch 
let go her anchor. If the matter had 
been as serious as the Odessa corre- 
spondent of the Daily News! made out, 
the captain of the Loch Bannoch 
would certainly have made complaint 
at the British embassy. 

A great dealof excitement was caused 
here today by the report that ex-Sul- 
tan Mohammed Mured, who was de 
posed on the ground of idiocy on Au- 
gust 31, 1876, had escaped from Yildiz 
Kiosk, where he is kept a close pris- 
oner. The report, it appears, grew out 
of the flight of Mured Bey, imperial 
commissioner of the Council of blic 
Debt. who was also suspected of having 
relations with the Young Turk party. 
Mured, it seems, has been watched by 
the police and was suddenly summoned 
to the palace to explain his conduct. 
He gave the Sultan whet appeared to 
be a satisfactory explanation of the 
charges against him, but, the matter 
being pressed further, Mured fled on 
board a Russian ship. 

FREED FROM THE DESERT. 

COLUMBUS (ind.,) Dec. 2.—About a 
year ago the Rev. Z. T. Sweeney of 
this city, formerly Consul-General to 
Constantinople under President Hoarri- 
son, was asked to carry a petition to 
Washington, representing the Christian 
Woman's Board of Foreign Missions of 
the United States for the pardon of 
Sahag Madissian, an American school- 
teacher who translated a sentence of 
scripture for a friend who circulated it 


ish town. For this offense both were 
arrested and sent into exile at Mour- 
gook, in the oasis of Fezzan, in the Des- 
ert of Sahara. The friend died, but 
Sahag has lived through great abuse 
and suffering. 

The Rev. Mr. Sweeney, while in cffice, 
opened up communication with Sahag 
and sent him money through Sir Drum- 
mond Hay, the English Consul-General 
at Tripoli. These missionary societies 
took up his case, and Eider Sweeney, 
in company with ex-Congressman 
George W. Cooper, presented a petition 
signed by 400,000 Christian women to 
the State Department at Wishington, 
which forwarded it to the Sultan. News 
has just reached here that Sahag had 
been pardoned, and had reached Trip- 
oli on his way home. 
STRENGTHENING ABDUL’S HAND. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Vienna says that the: 
Ambassador of a great power said to 
a correspondent last night: 

“The first thing to be done is to 
strengthen the position of the Sultan, as 
the question of the additional guard- 
ships has lessened his authority with 
his subjects and made cause for an 
outburst of fanaticism. Austria has 
changed the direction of her policy and 
is now marching hand-in-hand with 
England. The Sultan has complained 
to the English Ambassador of the false 
reports that have appeared in the Eng- 
lish press. There is no truth in the re- 
port that Austria is massing troops in 
Bosnia.” 

SHOULD GIVE THE SULTAN TIME. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from St. Petersburg says 
that the Czar, who takes 4 keen per- 
sonal interest in Turkey, as in all other 
important questions, said, while speak- 
ing very earnestly on the subject at 
the palace: The Sultan should be given 
time to carry out the promised reforms 
which, under the circumstances, are 
not easy of accomplishment.” 

These few words throw more light 
upon the question than the reams of 
“haute politique,” which are being daily

published. Notwithstanding contradic- 
tions, the news sent from here that 
there was an entente“ by Russia, Ger- 
many and France to prevent the disin- 
tegration of the Turkish empire re- 
mains perfectly true. 
NEWSPAPER REPORTS. 

LONDON, Dec. 2.—The Standard's 
Vienna correspondent telegraphs that 
he learned from a trustworthy source 
in Constantinople that the Sultad is 
hourly in fear of deposition. His cour- 
tiers warn him that the powers have 
decided upon this action and that they 
want the second guardship admitted to 
the Dardanelles in order to provide the 
necessary force to carry it out.

THE CZAR WAIVES. 

LONDON, Dec. 2.—The Times will to- 
morrow print a dispatch from Berlin 
which reports that the Frankfurter 
Zeitung’s Constantinople correspondent 
says that, in response to the Sultan's 
personal appeal, the Czar has waived 
Russia's claim for the passage of a sec- 
ond guardship through the Dardanelles. 


SEAMEN’S SUFFERINGS. 


IN AN OPEN BOAT FOR DAYS WITH- 
OUT WATER. 


The Crew of the Ship Parthia, 
Which Burned at Sen, Have a 
Long Pall for Life—One of the 
Sailors Dies Delirious. 
GT TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The American ship Parthia, 
under command of Capt. Carter, 
burned and sank in the South Pacific 
Ocean on September 27 last. She 
loaded a cargo of .3200 tons of Welsh 
coal at Liverpool, and was bound for 
San Francisco. All went well until the 
morning of September 27, when Sec- 
ond Mate Crocker sent a cabin boy to 
fix a berth, and the boy returned, re- 
porting the cabin full of smoke. Capt. 
Carter Was aroused, and the ship was 
found to be on fire at some point be- 
tween the mizzenmast and the stern. 
Buckets of vater were promptly 
thrown down the hold,. but this availed 
nothing. 

On the second day the hatches burst 
open, and until the third day the cap- 
tain and crew did all they could to 
Save the vessel, but the heat contin- 
ued to increase, the paint on the ship's 
side peeling off. On the evening of 
the fourth day after the discovery of’ 
the fire it waa deeided to abandon the 


place of an interior Turk- 


vessel, and, after provisioning three 
boats, one being under the command 
or the captain having ten men with 
him the second with the mate and 
seven men, and the third under the 
charge of the second mate and seven 
— the boats pulled away from the 


P. * 

The boats were steered toward the 
island of Juan Fernandez, but the gale 
increasing, the three boats a 
struggle for existence, and soon the 
captain’s boat dashed ahead, passing 
the second mate’s boat, and the last 
seen of her was the skippers’ wave of 
farewell when the boats parted. Al- 
though the captain and all in the boat 
suffered from exposure, they arrived 
safely on the ninth day at Juan Fer- 
nandez. The day after this boat’s ar- 
rival, that having on board the mate 
also arrived safely. The torches were 
burned for four nights to guide the oc- 
cupants of the third boat, but they did 
not appear. The captain and entire 
party were taken off on the eighth 
day after landing by Chilean steamer 
Condor, which, at the request of the 
American Consul at Valparaiso, had 
been sent to remove them to that port. 

After the three boats parted com- 
pany, that under command of Second 
Mate Crcecker of Oswego, N. T., was 
steered by compass in the direction of 
Juan Fernandez, that being the only 
thing by which he could shape his 
course. The compas was washed over- 
board and he was forced to head his 
boat eastward, as indicated by the ris- 
ing sun, and in the direction that he 
must eventually arrive on the South 
American continent. There were plenty 
of provisions, canned meats, etc., but 
the suffering for want of water was 
intense. To augment their misery, 
during the sixth night, a movement 
was heard near the precious cask, and, 
on examination, one of the men, Davy 
Jones, a Welchman, was found stealing 
a drink, and on further search it was 
found that the wretched man had taken 
out the bung of the cask and, his hands 
being numb from cold, he was unable 
to replace it and all the water had run 
out except about a pint. Next day, to 
allay his cravings, he drank salt water, 
although warned that it would kill him. 
In the afternoon he became ill, crying 
water,“ and was soon delirious, dying 
that evening. Days of wretchedness 
were passed. For hours the cccupants 
of the boat sat in sullen silence, not a 
word passing. They passed a large 
ship, the Garfield, which was on fire, 
but got no water. Finally they des- 
cried land near Valparaiso. 

The Chilean government dispatched 
the steamer Condcr to Juan Fernandez 
and brought on Capt. Carter, his mate 
and fourteen seamen to Valparaiso, 
when they, were all shipped by the 
United States Consul to the Isthmus, 
en route to the United States. On the 
Colombian-line steamer Finance, which 
arrived here today from Colon, were 
Capt. Carter and Second . Officer 
Crocker of the Parthia. Capt. Carter 
said he supposed the fire was caused by 
spontaneous combustion. 


Margaret Mather III.

She is now ill at St. Joseph's Hospital, 
where, since Friday, she has been un- 
able to see even her Chicago relatives. 
She is said to be suffering from nerv- 
ous prostration brought about by her 
recent troubles.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.— Nothing hap. 
pened in the Senate today that had not 
been anticipated. The body was called 
to order by Vice-President Stevenson. 
The new Senators and those who had 
been re-elected were sworn in. A com- 
mittee was appointed to notify the 
President and the usual resolutions in- 
cident to the beginning of a session 
were introduced. The Senate took a 
recess of an hour at 12:28 o'clock, and 
at 1:30 o’clock adjourned, after an ab- 
solutely uneventful session. The new 
Senators and those re-elected were 
sworn in in groups. i 

In the first group were Messrs. Bacon, 
Baker, Berry and Butler. Then came 
Messrs. Caffery, Carter, Chandler and 
Chilton. Following them were Messrs. 
Elkins, Frye, Cullom, Gear, and after 
them Messrs. Harris, Hoar, Lindsay, 
McBride, McMillan, Burrows, Martin, 
Morgan, Nelson, Pettigrew, Sewell, 
Shoup, Thurston, Tillman, Walthall, 
Warren and Wetmore. awe 

The last group attracted special at- 
tention, being led by ex-Gov. Tillman of 
South Carolina dispensary fame, arm- 
m-arm with Mr. George of Mississippi, 
behind whom came Mr. Walthall of 
Mississippi on the arm of Mr. Black- 
burn of Kentucky. Mr. Wolcott's name 
was called, but he was not present. 

Mr. Sherman was elected chairman of 
the Republican caucus, and Mr. Dubois 
Secretary. The discussion was in- 
tormal, and centered around the ques- 
tion whether the Republican Senators, 
having a plurality but not a majority 
of the nate, should attempt a reor- 
ganization with Republican officers and 
| Republican chairmen of committees. It 
was evident that the prevailing feeling 
favored Republican reorganization, and 
some strong speeches were made, not- 
ably by Mr. Davis of Minnesota, and 
Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island, urging 
that this would be no combination nor 
compromise with any element outside 
the Republican ranks. This appeared 
to voice the general view of Senators, 
and no opposition speeches were made. 
The question arose, however, as to 
whether the test of strength should be 
made by securing the committees or on 
the choice of a president pro tem. In 
order to present this issue, Mr. Hoar 
moved the appointment of 2 commit- 
tee on committees, to have charge of a 
movement to secure committee reor- 
ganization on Republican lines. 

Mr. Hale offered an amendment for a 
test on the choice of a president pro 
tem. In the informal discussion fol- 
lowing, Mr. Frye’s name was mien- 
tioned as the probable candidate for 
president pro tem. Some Senators 
raised the point, however, that the 
president pro tem could not be elected 
while the presiding officer was present, 
and acting under the Senate rules. It 
was finally decided that no vote should 
be taken at present, and Messrs. Hoar 
and Hale withdrew their motions. The 
understanding was that a definite line 
of action would be agreed on at the 
meeting Wednesday. following the ses- 
sion of that day. The principal reason 
for the withdrawal of the resolutions 
for the appointment of a caucus com- 
mittee by the chair, was the discovery 
of the fact that there was a large ele- 
ment in the caucus opposed to the selec- 
tion of the committee by appointment. 
It is now understood that when the res- 
olution is renewed it will be antago- 
nized by a substitute providing for the 
selection of the committee by a caucus.

His inaugural was 
modest and full of good feeling, but 
non-committal as to policies. However, 
it was not expected that the Speaker 
would touch upon questions to be dealt 
with by the House.

EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY, 


SUPREME COURT RULING IX A LINE- 
MAN'S CASE. 


Fell from a Tree He Had Climbed 
te Clear the Way for the Wire. 
Held that He Mest Bear the 
Assumed. 


~ 


Two opinions were received for filing 


at the office of the Supreme Court ia a” 


this city yesterday. One of these is in 
the case of A. P. Yearsley, plaintiff 
and appellant, vs. Sunaet 
and Telegraph Company, a corporation, 
defendant and respondent. 

The cass involves certain points which 
will no doubt be of a good deal of in- 
terest to men acting as employees. The 
language of the decision is as follows: 

“Plaintiff brought an action @gainst 
the defendant to recover damages for 
personal injuries received by him while 
in its employ. He was non-suited, 
moved for a new trial, and now appeals 
from the judgment, and also from the 
order denying his motion. 

“The facts may be briefly stated as 
follows: Plaintiff was a iineman of de- 
fendant, a telephone and telegraph 
company, and was ordered by defendant 
to string a line of wire upon certain tel- 
ephone poles. pepper tree situated 
upon private land and between two of 
those poles, was to some extent an ob- 
struction in stringing the wire. There- 
upon plaintiff climbed the tree, and 
while engaged in arranging the wire, 
the limb upon which he was standing 
gave way, and he was precipitated to 
the ground, with serious injury to him- 
self. 

The judgment of non-sult was prop- 
erly granted, as we fail to discover by 
the record any evidence of negligence 
upon the part of the defendant. Appel- 
lant’s argument goes to the extent that 
the defendant was guilty of negligence 
in furnishing defective appliances to be 
used in stringing the wires. But it can- 
not be claimed that this pepper tree 
was an appHance furnished by the de- 
fendant. It belonged to a stranger and 
was upon private property. Even con- 
ceding it an appliance and a defective 
one, it was one of defendant's own 
choosing, and he must bear the burdeng 
resulting from a bad exercise of judg- 
ment upon his part. Let us suppose 
plaintiff had fallen from a defective 


fence encountered in the line of his: 


duty while stringing the wires. and bad 
suffered injuries; would defendant be 
liable? Or let us assume that he had 
undertaken to swim a stream while 
in the Une of his duty, and had been 
drowned: would there be a ability 
against defendant? We fail to discover 
it. Plaintiff was ordered to do certain 
work, namely, stringing wires. He was 
furnished the poles upon which to 
string them. Without demanding 
further appliances of any kind, or in- 
forming defendant that others were 
needed, he proceeded with the work, 
and while so engaged, called to his aid 
additional appliances of his own selec- 
tion. He stands in the same position 


as though he had chosen for his use a 


frail plank or a rickety ladder, rather 
than a pepper tree. 

“As to the comparative knowledge of 
plaintiff and defendant, pertaining to 
the defects in the tree, and the dan- 
gers arising from its use as an appl- 
ance, we pass the subject without con- 
sideration. 

“For the foregoimg reasons ihe judg- 
ment and order are affirmed.” 

The opinion is signed by Justice Ga- 
routte and is concurred un by Justices 
Harrison and Van Fleet. 

AN AGENT'S COMMISSION. 

The Supreme Court also decides, af- 
firming the judgment of the lower court 
in the case of William A. White, plain- 
tiff’ and appellant, vs. R. B. Taytor 
defendant and respondent. The case 
was appealed from the Superior Court 
of Riverside county. It was an action 
to recover commissions for the sale of 
certain real estate. A general demurrer 
was sustained to the complaint and the 


plaintiff appealed from the judgment 
rendered thereon. 


CHARGED WITH THEFT. 


A Young Man Accused of Robbing 
His Benefactor. 

Ross Shane, alias Vignola, a 17-year- 
old youth, is in the City Jail, charged 
with burglary. The boy is accused of 
breaking into the carpenter-ship of ex- 
Policeman Bone, and stealing there- 
from a saw and other carpenter’s tools. 

Boone befriended young Shane nearly 
two months ago when h@ appeared poor 
and friendiess and gave him work. He 
allowed him to sleep in his shop, and 
fed him at his own table. At first the 
boy worked industriously, but after he 
began “feeling his feed,” he got lazy 
and “soldiered."” He had not been em- 
ployed long, either, before Mr. Bcone 
began to miss toois from his shop. He 
did not at first suspect. young Shane, 
but finally became convinced that he 
was the thief, so he discharged him. 

A few days later Bocne had business 
in San Diego and when he came back, 
he found that his shop had been broken 
into and robbed. Soon thereafter he 
found one of the stolen saws in a pawn- 
shop. The pawnbroker exhibited a bill 
of sale for the article, signed by R. V. 
Vignola, and his description of the 
young man who sold him the saw 
tallied exactly with young Shane’s ap- 
pearance. Detective Steele arrested 
Shane and the pawnbroker identified 
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DR. PARKER, room 24, Muskegon Block 


No. 307 Broadway. 


the Saw.

MR. ECKELS AND THE CURRENCY. 


Comptroller Eckels, in his annual re- 
port submitted to Congress yesterday, 
recommends, among other things, that 
national banking associations be 
authorized to issue circulating notes to 
the par value of the bonds deposited 
by them with the Treasurer of the 
United States to secure their circula- 
tion. The present law authorizes the 
issue of notes to the amount of 90 per 
cent. of the bonds so deposited. Mr. 
Eckels also recommends that the tax 
pn national-bank circulation be reduced 
to one-fourth of 1 per cent. per annum. 
The object is to induce the banks to 
issue more currency to meet the de- 
mands of business. He expresses the 
opinion, although he does not specific- 
ally recommend, that the legal-tenders 
should be retired, and says that the 
banks would largely increase their note 
circulation if these demand notes were 
canceled. 

Most of Mr. Eckels’s predecessors, 
from the time of Comptroller Knox, 
have made similar recommendations, 
but Congress has not seen fit to comply 
with them. There is no denying that 
the legal-tenders have been a source 
of serious embarrassment to the Treas- 
ury since Mr. Cleveland's administra- 
tion came into power. Both Mr. Cleve- 
land and his Secretary of the Treasury, 
Mr. Carlisle, it will be remembered, 
have recommended and strenuously 
urged the retirement of the legal- 
tender notes. Several bills were before 
the Fifty-third Congress providing for 
canceling these notes, but each was 
successively defeated. It remains to be 
seen what attitude the Fifty-fourth 
Congress, just assembled, will assume 
toward this question. It is possible, 
though hardly probable, that the step 
recommended by Cleveland, Carlisle, 
and others, will be taken, and that 
some plan of redemption for the green- 
backs will be adopted. 

When these demand-notes are used 
as an endless chain,“ to draw gold out 
of the treasury, they undeniably consti- 

tute a menace to the credit of the gov- 
ernment. It is also true that they can 
be so used at any time, so long as the 
present law remains in force, requiring 
them to be at once reissued when 1t- 
ceived by the government, and forbid- 
ding their cancellation. But it is like- 
wise true that these notes were never 
regarded as a source of danger until 
the party of free trade, with its reve- 
nue-reducing propensities, assumed the 
functions of government. The real 
danger lies not so much in the legal- 
tenders themselves as in the fiscal pol- 
icy at present in force, which has re- 
duced the receipts of the government 
below its expenditures, and has turned 
the balance of trade against us, neces- 
sitating large exports of gold for the 
adjustment of trade balances. 

These two influences are responsible 
for the embarrassed condition of the 
treasury, for the borrowing of over 
$160,000,000 by the government, and 
for the steady depletion of the gold- 
reserve. The legal-tenders, though per- 
haps a somewhat incongruous element 
of our polymorphous currency, are not 
necessarily a sourceof financial danger. 
Under a competent administration of 
our national finances they could be 
earried without menace or inconven- 
fence, and they had been so carried for 
many years until Grover Cleveland 
and his associate statesmen came upon 
the field of action as avowed repre- 
sentatives of fiscal iconoclasm and “Re- 
form” (big R.) When the affairs of the

AT THE PLAYHOUSES.. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER. The min- 
strels with Haverly’s name at the head 
of the programme showed up at the Los 
Angeles Theater last night in old-time 
form. There was a big ‘house, espe- 
cially upstairs, and much merriment, 
and there would have been more of it 
had the rattle of chestnuts not been so 
loud as to drown the music of the out- 
loud smile. he olio was very good, 
Billy Rice with the same chalk in de 
eye as of yore, with the same alder- 
manic bay-window and with the same 
capaciousness and openness of counte- 
nance, led the fun-making at a quite 
lively gait; Burt Shepard is a good end 
man, his humor is natural and un- 
forced, but why he should work off on 
us his old hitthepipesky-shovellevitsky- 
comeofftheperchsky joke, which every- 
body knows by heart, is a good deal of 
a conundrum. The singing voices in 
the company are quite up to the av- 
erage, Albert Hawthorne’s splendid 
baritone being far above that level. 
George Castle sang a ballad very well 
and Will Holbrook, who has a tenor 
voice of unusual purity, but one that is 
somewhat scant in volume, warbled 
about “The Sunshine of Paradise Al- 
ley” and gained a generous encore. 
Charles M. Ernest sings excellently 
and is a clever comedian. His mono- 
logue was one of the gems of the pro- 
gramme, but the rattle of chestnuts 
was in it too.

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SCHLATTER. 


WHO AND WHAT I8 THE AlL- 
LEGED "GREAT HEALER,” . 


Or "New Mexico Messiah?’’—Is He 
Divinely Inspired f—And Docs 
He Heal the Sick? 


These Questions are Asked and 
Answered by Mr. Jordan of 
Ontario. 


Who Mr. Jordan Is—Many of Schiat- 
tere Healings” Deacribed in 
Detail Mass of Testimony 
Pre and Con. 


A special dispatch to The Times yes- 
terday gave information of a weird 
happening in Colorado, in connection 
with Schlatter, the notorious “healer.” 
While making a pilgrimage across the 
country, Schlatter stopped for the night 
at the home of Alex, Lay, near Trini- 
dad. Prompted by curiosity, Lay made 
examination during the night of a case 
about three feet long, which the 
“healer” carries with him, and which 
has been reported to contain a rifle. 
Lay found the case to hold a shining 
copper rod, three feet long, and weigh- 
ing thirty-nine pounds. When ques- 
tioned about the rod, its origin and 
uses, the “healer” seemed disconcerted, 
but declared it was a gift to him from 
an “angel of God.“ who he met on the 
roadway. Instructions were given the 
“healer” by the supposed angel to keep 
the rod until he should receive contrary 
advicesfrom the Father.“ The storyhas 
created great excitement in the neigh- 
borhood of Trinidad, where the rod is 
supposed to possess magical and cura- 
tive power. 

Little by Uttle the truth is coming 
out that this man Francis Schlatter is 
a fakir, and a very smooth fakir at 
that. The following letter has been 
in the possessien of The Times for sev- 
eral weeks, and is now given to the 
public.—Ed. Times.) ; 


SCHLATTER, “THE HEALER.” 
WHO IS HB? 186 HE DIVINELY INSPIRED? 
AND DOES HE HEAL THE SICK? 

DENVER (Colo.,) Oct. 21, 1895.—By 
the request of many in Chicago, who 
have read the newspaper reports of 
this so-called Messlah,“ Schlatter, and 
his healings, I came to Denver on my 
way to my California home, to see what 
I could learn of this man and his work. 


I am stopping with a Mr. Lewis Haff- 


ner, No. 1715 Eighteenth street. 

Mr. Haffner has gained my confidence 
as an honest old German. As I shall 
have to depend largely for my informa- 
tion upon others, I will let Mr. Haffner 
speak. He says: Schlatter and I came 
from the same place, Elser, Germany. 
Schlatter came to Denver with some 
money and invested it in mining stocks, 
and lost it all. While Schlatter was at 
Albuquerque, claiming to heal the peo- 
ple, they calling him the second Mes- 
siah, I Hved at Santa Fe and kept a 
second-hand store. Many came to me 
and mortgaged their household furni- 
ture to raise money to go and get 
healed by Schlatter. Some thought at 
first that they were helped some, but in 
a short time they were as bad off as 
ever, after spending all they had, and 
could not even redeem their household 
goods.” He says Mr. Baca of Santa Fe 
was paralyzed on one side, and that the 
healer told him. in two months he 
would be well. While Baca believed at 
first that he was improving some, at the 
end of the two months he was no bet- 
ter. Mr. Haffner says he is satisfied 
that Schiatter has missed his calling, 
and that “he is not healing anybody, 
but causing the poor deluded people 
great loss and suffering.“ 

While I have given the above frst. I 
did not get this information till the 
third day of my investigation. I 
started out to learn who had been 
healed in Denver during the two months 
of Schlatter’s labors here. I was told 
that L. Timm of No. 1931 New Haven 
street, was healed of rupture. So off 
I went on my wheel to see Mr. Timm, 
who said to me, “I don't know that I 
am healed of my rupture; I think Lam 
better; can’t say that it is healed.” 

While interviewing ones about who 
were fully healed, I was asked to go 
and see C. A. Wallace of No. 705 Wit- 
ter street (whose house is on the next 
corner above where the crowds are 
gathered to be healed.) Mr. Wallace 
says: “I have had a lame back for 
seven months, and asthma for twenty 
years. I applied a handkerchief that 
Schlatter blessed, to my back, and my 
back is well. I was treated by Schlat- 
ter for my asthma, and I think it is 
helped a little.” He further says: My 
grandchild had @ fever and, after being 
treated, in eight hours she was well.“ 
He also says: “I do not know Jesus as 
my Savior, and as for the Bible—as 
Dr. —— has said, two-thirds is fiction, 
— I believe, and the other third is a 

I was asking for some one who could 
tell me of those who had been healed, 
A bystander said: “You go into that 
saloon on the corner close by where 
the healing is done, and you can get all 
the information you want about who 
has been healed.” Over to the saloon I 
went. To my inquiry the saloon-kKeeper 
said: Tes, Schlatter can heal all right; 
you bet; he healed my brother, and if 
you don’t believe he can heal, I've got 
money to put up, that he can heal.“ To 


the inquiry, “Was your brother a 
Cristian?“ the answer was, “Oh 


Christianity has nothing to do with it. 
I am a Roman Catholic, but haven't 
been in the church for ten years.” 

A man on the grounds showed me 
a letter Schlatter had written him, 
which read: “In thirty days you will be 
healed.““ I said to him: “Were you a 
Christian when you received that let- 
ter?” The answer was: “No; I was as 
big a sinner as ever lived.” “Have you 
since repented and given your heart to 
God?” His answer was: “No, I have 
not; I pray some.” 

The air on the grounds is full of the 
most wonderful stonies of healing, so 
I have spent much time in noting those 
and visiting them. D. E. Grant of No. 
250 Scott. street says: “My wife was 
healed of asthma,” and away I went to 
see Mrs. Grant. It seemed that I hada 
good case now, for Grant said his wife 
Was a Methodist. Mrs. Grant said: “I 
came to Denver for my health, and I 
was well of the asthma when I went to 
the healer, but he healed me of the 
rheumatism and heart trouble. lama 
Christian, but have not joined a church 
since coming to Denver.” I should 
think Mrs. Grant would be very lonely, 
as she is the only one who claims to be 


a Christian whom I have met in con- 


nection with this business, with onc ex- 
ception, which I will mention later. 
At three different times I have pressed 
through the crowd to within a few feet 
of Mr. Schlatter and remained till I 
was tired. He spends about one-quar- 
ter of a minute with each person, tak- 
ing them by the hand with ‘his right, 
and in his left a bundle of handker- 
chiefs that is usually passed in from 
the crowd on the outside. Yesterday 
morning I went out about & o’elock, and 
counted 430 persons in line. Some say 
they have been there all night, and 
others since 5 @.m., and were “nearly 
perished with the cold.” I have spent 
much time along the line trying to 
points the suffering ones to Jesus, but 
they seemed to have little care for any- 
thing but Schlatter. I found 3

80 1 retired, thinking to 
myself, “Is that man Schlatter inspired 
of God to tell such poor deluded mor- 
tals that they should receive their 
sight, etc., in a certain time, or is he 
like that poor crazy man that killed his 
own son, and then sang hymns and 


prayed all night, believing God would 


raise him from the ad?. I cannot 
help feeling that God‘has no hand in 
all this work here.” 

In talking to those who were waiting 
their turn along the Une, about the 
Lord Jesus as their Savior, I asked all 
those who believed the Bible to be the 
inspired word of God to raise their 
hands. One man outside of the line 
raised his hand, but none inside, though 
I counted ten that were listening to 
me. The man on the outside said he 
was only a spectator, and not seeking 
healing. A woman on the inside of the 
line said in response to the above in- 
quiry, “Do you believe that the whale 
swallowed Jonah?. If you believe them 
big Bible stories, we don’t.” 

While listening to the big stories of 
healing, while visiting the grounds yes- 
terday, a man said: “I can show you 
a girl healed of blindness, for her pa- 
rents are tenting on the ground.” The 
girl was soon brought to me. I took 
my book out to write down her state- 
ments. Were you healed Mr. 
Schlatter of blindness?” Her answer 
was, Tes, sir.” “When were you at 
school last?” Her answer was, “I have 
been to school most of the time right 
along.” You could see to read, then, 
could you?” “Yes, sir; my eyes were 
only weak,” and it was easy to see 
they were still weak. I returned my 
; to my pocket, saying, “That is 
not the case I am looking for.” : 

A paper which read as follows was 
given to me today: 

“DENVER, Oct. 19, 1895. 

“On or about the 16th of August, 

Raton, N. M., I saw Slater, the healer, lay 
hands upon a Mexican and told him in one 
month he should receive his sight. I saw’ th 
Mexican more than a month since he was 
treated and he was as blind as ever. 

(Signed) JIM K. BREAN.” 

Dr. L. J. Ingersoll, whose office is No. 
1843 Stout street, Denver, says: 
Schlatter, who is now attract 80 
much attention, was about three years 
ago an ocucpant of one of nfy stores. 
I saw him daily, had frequent conver- 
sations with him; so eccentric were his 
ways I was led to inquire of him what 
were his views upon religious subjects. 
In speaking of the churches and Chris- 
tian people, he said: “I am not any- 
thing, do not believe in any such non- 
sense, am neither Protestant, Catholic 
nor Jew; do not believe in God, the Bi- 
ble nor the Devil. My only creed is 
to work and pay what I owe.” I re- 
gard him simply as a monomaniac, sane 
enough to be responsible upon most 
subjects, but upon this that he is now 
doing, insane. is is his form of in- 
sanity, as a scientific examination 
would reveal. He is sane and cunning 
enough to have a plan and to stick to 
it. There has not, so far as I can 
learn, been one cure or even one well 
authenticated helped case. It was pub- 
licly announced that Mr. Schlatter, di- 
rected by God, whom three years ago 
he denied and disowned, came to Den- 
ver to cure me of deafness. After 


waiting about five weeks and hearing 


nothing from him, thinking he might 
have forgotten his mission, I visited 
him. On sending in my card, name 
and degree, fully signed, that there 
might be no mistake, I was informed, 
“He cannot be seen.“

(The writer has been twice informed 
he could not see Schlatter nor speak 
with him.)

Oh,” he said, “Schlatter helped me, and 
I must give him the credit.” “Are you 
a Christian, Mr. Arnold” I asked. Tes, 
I am,” he replied. “‘Why do you swear 
then when you talk?”

Again I quote from the “Life of 
Schlatter,” page 13. “Among the cases 
which attracted a great deal of inter- 
est on the part of those who were in 
the presence of the “healer” at the 
time, was that of S. S. Nichols of this 
city, residing at No. 1837 Larimer 
street. For many months he had 
been a sufferer from acute pains in 
the back, which finally took the form 
of sciatic rheumatism. His health 
broke down under the pain, which 
those who have suffered from this 
disease can testify is indescribable. He 
became doubled up so that when he 
walked he was obliged to stoop over 
and place his hands on his knees for 
support.

Van Dyke. guests at the Ramona, Fred 
Bell and one representative each from 
the Times and Herald, entered the car- 

and drove as follows: North on 
Spring street from the Ramona to 
Court, to Main, to Commercial, to Los 
Angeles, to Winston, to Main, to 
Fourth, to Broadway, to Third, to Hill, 
to Fifth, to Spring, and to the Ramona. 

When the start was made by Tyndall 
from the Ramona he was blindfolded 
and drove and whipped the team with 
his right hand, while he held the right

Up Spring the trip was made in 
safety, but the driver did not turn into 
Court. He continued a half block fur- 
ther and turned into Market. Main was 
reached in this way, and the drive was 
over the route chosen by the committee 
till Third street was reached.

Some Vezatleus Incidents Connected 
With that Paper. 

The ladies who engineered the Thanks- 
giving number of the Herald have been 
greatly vexed by some incidents in 
connection with the venture and which 
can be, as far as they are concerned, 
attributed solely to lack of experience 
necessary in the making of a newspa- 
per.

Blanche Wotkyne, manager of the Kin- 
dergarten Association, writes The 
Times to explain that the contributions 
in Pasadena to pay the $25 which was 
to be the price of a paid letter ‘“‘write- 
up” of that city were solicited in good 
faith, the letter was written according 
to contract, but at 2 a.m. of the day 
when the Ladies’ Herald appeared 
there was found to be no room for it 
in the paper. Mrs. Wotkyns says that 
the money which had been paid was 
proffered back to the Pasadena busi- 
ness men, but they generously refused 
to accept it, preferring that it should 
be considered as a donation. 

The difficulties encountered by the 
feminine managers of the Thanksgiving 
Herald are evanescent and fleeting as 
a day dream, compared to the perplex- 
ities besetting the path of the man- 
agers of the regular issue of that pa- 
per, who are charged with getting 
more than their share of the proceeds 
of the Thanksgiving number.

This would leave 
the Herald so much profit in the clear 
that it might be willing to “give away 
its editions to charitable organizations 
every day in the year.

cently-begun retrenchment policy, and 
to use a current slang expression, 
“caved completely down the bank” on 
the proposition to save the city all the 
money possible. 


A week or two ago several of the 
Councilmen awoke to the fact that ex- 
peditures have gone far ahead of the 
receipts in the various departments of 
the city government, and it was ac- 
cordingly announced that “retrench- 
ment“ must be the watchword all along 
the line. As a beginning President 
Teed of the Council presented a motion, 
ordering the dismissal of the janitor in 
the old City Hall, and reducing the 
salary of the patrol wagon driver from 
$80 to $60 a month. 

This was a glorious beginning, but 
no sooner was the motion of President 
Teed adopted than the news sped to the 
police headquarters, and in a very few 
minutes the janitor and driver affected 
by the new policy were interviewing 
the Councilmen, and later on moved 
mightily to reverse the action by which 
their wage was reduced. 

The janitor is reported to be a con- 
stituent of Councilman Blanchard, and 
that was a lever to begin on. Council- 
man Blanchard was persuaded to com- 
mence a crusade against the reckless 
and indiscriminate dismissal of old and 
tried employees, and the wires were 
pulled to have the janitor reinstated. 
By some influence the matter was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee of the 
Council ofter the ordinances were pre- 
pared by the City Attorney, and as 
Councilman Blanchard is a member of 
that committee, it was not much of a 
surprise when the following recom- 
mendation was read yesterday by the 
clerk from the committee:. 

“In the matter of the ordinance re- 
ducing the salary of patrol drivers to 
$60 per month and dispensing with the 
janitor at the Pe ‘ice Station, we recom- 
mend that the same be filed.” 

This was conceded to be a deliberate 
“backdown”™ from the stand taken by 
several of the Councilmen, and it was 
thought that the committee’s recom- 
mendation would give rise to some dis- 
cussion. But not so. None of the 
Councilmen so much as “peeped” when 
the question came up, and the report 
went through as a whole without a 
dissenting voice. With this action the 
play of the Councilmen, in the matter 
of retrenchment, may be considered 
finished. The Finance Committee re- 
ported on other matters as follows:

THE DOWNFALL OF BAUER. 


A fat person, red-faced, ‘“shock- 
haired,” and bull-necked. with a 
shuffling gait and a “loud” suit of 
clothes, paced up and down in the 
lobby of the Council chamber yester- 
day morning, and watched with a 
stolid face, the progress of the routine 
business that was being transacted by 
the Council. The person in question 
was none other than Theodore Bauer, 
known as the “King of the Macs,“ and 
“the ruler of Little Paris.“ Bauer has 
haunted the City Hall, at intervals, 
since his liquor license on Alameda 
street was revoked by the Police Com- 
mission. He evidently wished to hear 
the following report which Secretary 
Parker of the Police Commission dis- 
patched yesterday to the Council: 

I am directed by the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners to inform you that 
every effort will be made to carry out 
as to the removal of 
houses of ill-fame from Alameda 
street: that the saloon license of Theo- 
Gore Bauer, on the east side of Ala- 
meda street, has heen revoked, and in 
the matter of the objectionable “f-nce,”” 
to re quest you to refer the same to 
the City Engineer to determine whether 
said fence is on public or private 
grounds.“ 

He heard the report read and ist- 
ened to the formal word of the presi- 
dent. “the communication will be 
filed,” without changing a muscle of 
his face. He seemed to understand 
that his fate was fixed. (for the pres- 
ent,) and had nothing to say. When 
the Council adjourned, however, the 
big Frenchman corralled President 
32 in the committee-room, and 
alked long and lustily of the injustice 
done him in the summary revocation 
of his liquor license. He received 
small comfort, however,:from President 
Teed, and departed from the City Hall 
a sadder if not a wiser man.

Superintendent Foshay, when called 
on for his report, made casual mention 
of the recently-held Teachers’ Institute 
of the school in Highland Park, and re- 
quested the board to close the city 
schools on December 20, and open them 
on the Monday following, thus giving 
one week's vacation instead of two, as 
is usually done. 

A committee of three, consisting of 
Directors Simonton, Bassett and Pit- 
man, was appointed by President Eiale 
to take charge of the Highland Park 
school matters, and report to the board 
on the conditions prevailing there. 

The matter of a music-teacher In the 
High School was indefinitely postponed, 
and the subject of insurance for the 
same schools was referred to the Insur- 
ance Committee with power to act. 

Rule No. 105 of the school department 
was so amended as to exempt from its 
provisions contributions by pupils of 
cash for flag purposes.

Supra. I cannot do otherwise than hold 


that no such fraud has been shown in 
the present se as invalidates the 
zudgment ot the Oregon court. Whether 
that court was misled by false testi- 
mony, or erred in its conclusions $f law, 
are questions not here open to inquiry. 
It is to be presumed, in favoryof its 
judgment, that the evidence required 
y law, as to the right of the defend- 
ant to come into the United States was 
adduced upon the hearing. That judg- 
ment cannot be collaterally assailed in 
this proceeding, and must be held to 
establish the lawfulness of the defend- 
ant's residence in the United States.”

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MUIR ON GLACIERS, 
The Great Scientist Addresses the 
Throop Students. 

The announcement that Prof. John 
Muir, the world-wide authority on gla- 
ciers, and the most eminent of living 
geologists, would address the students 
of Throop Institute this morning drew 
to the chapel of the Institute a large 
number of visitors. 

The subject upon which the professor 
Spoke for more than an hour was that 
of glacial formations, and he delineated 
the part played by these great ice fields 
in landscape making, and in the forma- 
tion of rivers. He described the pro- 
cess of glacier-making, the vast amount 
of heat as well as of snow necessary 

for their formation, and told of the 
| geological formation of the State of 
California, which was once the home of 
the glacier, as the whole face of the 
’ country Was a vast snow field, dreary, 
| silent and devoid of life, as the wastes 
N of Greenland are at this day 
The most interesting portion of this 
| interesting lecture was the relation of 
thrilling personal experiences of the 
a great scientist in the pursuit of knowl- 
edge upon his favorite subject. He de- 
scribed a ride on an avalanche in the 
mountains, in which he came near los- 
ing his life, having been precipitated 
several thousand feet down in a few 
seconds. He also related an account of 
an earthquake in the Yosemite, whose 
sequel was the solution of a problem in 
geology by the professor which had 
long puzzled his brother scientists. 

This afternoon Prof. Muir spoke be- 
fore the pupils of the High School, and 

this evening was tendered an informal 
reception at the home of Prof. Me- 
Clatchie on Summit avenue. While in 
Pasadena Prof. Muir is the guest of 
T. P. Lukins, with whom he spent some 
time during the summer in the Hetch- 
Hetchy Valley. 
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Church Dedication. 


Sunday morning at 10 o'clock there 
was what might be considered a dedi- 
catory services at the North Congrega- 
tional Church, the occasion being the 
formal opening of the newly-completed 
addition to the church edifice. The ac- 
commodations of the church have been 
nearly doubled by the addition, and the 
interior decoration and electric light 
make it one of the handsomest church 
buildings in Pasadena, although it is 
not one of the largest.

The first matter to which the Trus- 
tees devoted their attention this after- 
noon at the meeting of the City Coun- 
cil, after the reading of the minutes, 
was the protest on the widening of 
Raymond avenue, and several citizens 
interested in that proceeding were 
present in the lobby. P. G. Wooster 
was the principal spokesman of the 
protesting property-owners, and re- 
peated at length the objections urged 
in the petition against the work. Among 
these the fact that the work was for 
public and not private benefit, was 
brought forward, and it was stated 
that the city should, therefore, bear a 
portion of the expense. The assess- 
ments, also, were criticised, and it was 
said by Mr. Wooster that some prop- 
erty-owners were assessed entirely too 
high for the work, while others, among 
them himself, were not assessed enough 
to make the burden equitable. He said 
also that the first plan of widening, 
which contemplated only an increase of 
ten feet, was not opposed by the prop- 
erty-owners, but they did object to 
giving twenty feet, purely in order that 
the electric road might run two tracks 
instead of one on the street, and the 
property-owners did not approve of 
having their property taken from them 
for the benefit of an improvement like 
the electric road, and then have to bear 
all the expense. The assessment dis- 
trict was also attacked, but, after hear- 
ing all that was to be said on the sub- 
ject, the Council overruled and denied 
the pfotest, and Raymond avenue will 
accordingly be widened forthwith. 
The Fair Oaks-kvenue improvement, 
which dragged itself along through the 
entire summer and was finally com- 
pleted, but not to the satisfaction of 
the property-owners, although accepted 
by the Street Superintendent, came up 
again this afternoon in the Council. 
This is the job in which 375 patches 
were made in five blocks of curbing, 
and the Fair Oaks-avenue people ob- 
ject to being assessed for what they 
consider faulty work. Twenty-eight of 
them were represented by Attorney 
Metcalfe, who formally appeared in 
their behalf. Monday, December 9, at 
10 o'clock, has been set for a special 
hearing of the matter by the Council. 
There is little chance that the protest 
will be granted, and every indication 
points to the sustaining of the Street 
Superintendent by the Council. The 
original contractors dropped out of the 
work some time ago, and their sureties 
have done all in their power to make 
the work right. 

The matter ofthe Euclid-avenue 
sewer, which was referred to the 
Health Officer for action, came before 
the Council in the shape of a recom- 
mendation from that offictal that the 
board order the sewer constructed, 
mainly in order to afford better sani- 
tary conditions for the residents of 
Adella avenue, whose premises back up 
to those of their Euclid-avenue neigh- 


Crown City Cycle Club, suggesting an 
ordinance regulating the speed of bi- 
cycles within the city, suggesting also a 
speed regulation of not more than eight 
miles an hour on asphaltum streets, 
and ten miles on streets not so paved. 
The club asks also that during the 
months of November, December, Janu- 
ary and February, the ordinance pro- 
hibiting wheeling on the sidewalks be 
suspended, and the recommendation is 
made at the desire of at least one thou- 
sand wheelmen in Pasadena. It is likely 
that the suggestions made by the club 
will be approved fully by the Council, 
except that relating to wheellng on the 
sidewalk, and the Council will probably 
limit the speed on sidewalks to a safer 
figure than eight miles an hour, if it 
grant it at all. 

Resolutions ordering the grading, 
curbing and guttering of Euclid ave- 
nue from Villa street to Walnut, and 
awarding the contract for curbing and 
guttering Madison avenue, and an ordi- 
nance establishing the grade of State 
street was adopted. A petition for the 
establishment of the grade on Peoria 
Street was allowed, and the regular re 
ports from city officers were received 
and accepted. 

The session was brief and devoted 
mainly to routine businéss. 


A BAD SMASH-UP. 
D. L. Maloney Hurt by Being Thrown 
from His Buggy. 


As D. L. Maloney, who lives at the 
corner of Marengo avenue and Illinois 
street, was driving along North Moline 
avenue late this afternoon his horse 
took fright at some object and began 
to kick and plunge furiously. In order 
to manage the brute better, Mr. Ma- 
loney stood up in the buggy and at- 
tempted to push the moveable seat a 
little further back. The horse sud- 
denly started to run, and threw Mr. 
Maloney out. He fell to the ground, 
striking with great force upon his 
head and shoulder, shatteri the 
shoulder blade and being badly trois’ 
about the face. The horse ran as far 
as the Santa Fe track, turning down 
to Los Robles avenue and near the 
railroad crossing, stopped again and 
kicked himself free of the buggy, 
splintering it, and breaking his har- 
ness wherever it was breakable. He 
was finally caught, after performing 
this feat, and taken home. Mr. Ma- 
loney, in the meantime had been re- 
moved to his own residence, and Dr. 
Rowland called. His wounds were 
dressed, and he is resting quietly this 
evening, though likely to be confined 
to his room for some time, as the 
shoulder injury is exceedingly serious. 


Joseph Chamberlain, English Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, said 
in a recent speech, as reported in the 
London Times: “I remember that Dr. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, who was cer- 
tainly one of the most genial Amert 
cans who ever visited these shores, said 
that when he was young he liked his 
praise in teaspoonfuls, that as he got 
older he liked it in tablespoonfuls, ana 
that in advanced years he was content 
to receive it in ladles.

A petition was presented from the

in estimating the value of the gold in 
this district, down to a depth of abcut 
twelve hundred feet, at somewhere be- 
tween $1,500,000,000 and $1,750,000,000.

Notwithstanding this statement—ap- 
parently from a reliable source—of the 
almost incredible wealth of the South 
African gold mines, the Kaffir stocks 
continue to go on booming down.“ Late 
London financial papers estimate the 
extent of the downward movement in 
those stocks in the last sixty days at 
not less than £75,000,000, or say $375,000,- 
000. A large proportion of this depre- 
ciation is represented in diamond min- 
ing stocks, but a considerable portion 
of it is also represented by stock in 
gold-mining companies, lately floated 
on the London market. 


—-—— 


GOLD OUTFLOW. Gold shipments 
continue to be the chief disturbing fac- 
tor in the financial and speculative sit- 
uation in all parts of the country. 
Speaking of the continuance of the gold 
out flow, Bradstreet’s says: 

“The shipments of specie from this 
port (New York) to Europe in the early 
portion of the current week (November 
16-23) amounted to $2,750,000, and to- 
day’s steamers will take out $4,600,000 
or $7,350,000 for the whole week. Since 
the movement began in the present 
month the total gold exports have been 
$10,730,000, all of which came from the 
treasury, and the treasury gold reserve, 
which, on November 1, was about $93,- 
000,000, was, at the close of business 
yesterday, about 383,000,000.“ 

One reason assigned for this is: 

Europe is not investing capital on 
this side of the ocean. It refuses ob- 
stinately to purchase our securities, and 
since the breakdown of the Kaffir 
mining boom and the liquidation in- 
duced by the threatening aspect of the 
Eastern question, has developed other 
tendencies which have an unfavorable 
influence so far as our securities mar- 
ket is concerned. Under the conditions 
which have existed alike at London, 
Paris, Berlin and at all the financial 
centers of the old world, in fact, dur- 
ing the past six weeks, multitudes of 
holders of mining and other depreciated 
securities have found it necessary to 
sell their holdings of a more stable 
class of stocks and bonds in order to 
protect themelves. This selling by ne- 
cessitous speculators is no new thing 
on the part of European owners of 
American securities. It was a feature 
when the Argentine breakdown took 
place in 1890, although at that time the 
amount of our stocks and bonds in the 
hands of foreign speculators or invest- 
ors of the weaker kind was infinitely 
larger than it is at this time. It may 
indeed be said that now the limited 
amount that can be unloaded by Lon- 
don upon the New York market fur- 
nishes a measure of protection, and 
that the inducement to British and con- 
tinental speculators to indulge in 
“short” sales of American securities, 
while temporarily increasing the pres- 
sure to which our markets are sub- 
jected, supplies a large volume of spec- 
ulative engagements out of which in 
the end purchasing must result.” 

Explaining this still further, Brad- 
street’s says: This, however, cannot 
be realized till the stock markets turn 
and the bears on stocks are f..ced to 
cover. In the meantime the outflow of 
specie is apparently increased by an- 
other circumstance which has a con- 
nection with the political and financial 
complications of Europe. The former 
naturally render the banking interests 
of the old world anxious to strengthen 
themselves against entergencles. The 
latter furnish employment for money 
at rates which, while not larger than 
those current on this side of the water. 
are attractive. These combined in- 
fluences seem to create a desire to es- 
tablish strong credits at London, and 
it is consequently believed that a 
portion of the gold that has been sent 
abroad from this country during the 
present month represents such Euro- 
pean capital withdrawn for reasons of 
the character just referred to. 


COMMERCIAL 

LEMONS TO ARRIVE AND UN- 
SOLD. Mau advices received here to- 
day from New York show that the 
quantity of foreign lemons afloat and 
unsold at wharves in New York, Bos- 
ton, Baltimore and New Orleans is 
159,500 boxes. This is 26,500 boxes more 
than there were at the same time last 
year, and 78,500 boxes more than at the 
corresponding time in 1893. 

The quantities unsold and to arrive 
are distributed as follows: New York 
79,000 boxes, Boston 20,500, Baltimore 
15.000 and New Orleans 45,000. The

CALIFORNIA STRAWBERRIES. | 


Boston is, to a limited extent, reveling 
in Southern California strawberries.

“Porter Bros. Co. received 300 pint 
boxes California strawberries, which 
were shipped from Los Angeles in re- 
frigerator crates, and arrived via 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s express in first- 
class condition. They sold for 15 to 25 
cents per box. This is the second 
shipment of California strawberries to 
arrive in Boston, 100 boxes coming 
about a year ago.“

the Porter Bros. Company to Boston 
and still another to New York, and tel- 
egraphic advices received at the offices 
of the company in this city report 
them having sold well. 


WOOL. The Fastern market is re- 
ported much quieter, sales for the 
week ended November 23 being less 
than one-half what they were the pre- 
ceding week. The American Wool and 


Cotton Reporter says that at the pres- 


ent time wool of all kinds can be 
bought nowhere else in the world as 
cheap as in the principal markets of 
the United States. 


THE BALTIMORE OYSTERTRADE, 
The propagation of the oyster at dif- 
ferent points on the Nerth Atlantic 
and North Pacific coasts is greatly in- 
terfering with the trade in canned cove 
oysters which Baltimore has for so long 
a period enjoyed. The St. Louis Inter- 
State Grocer speaking on the subject 


says: 

“Baltimore Trade laments the fact 
that ten years ago the pack of cove 
oysters was annually nearly five times 
what it is today, and that five years 
ago it was four times the quantity now 
annually packed, sold and consumed, 
adding that shell stock has been get- 
ting dearer and cove steck cheaper all 
the time: There is a natural reason for 
this. People prefer fresh oysters to the 
leathery steamed cove product, and 
during the past decade facilities for the 
transportation of fresh oysters in re-

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

THE PACIFIC CABLE. Latest Lon- 
don advices are that with the exception 
of the representatives from West and 
South Australia, all of the colonial 
agents had a conference with Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, with the result that Mr. 
Chamberlain agreed to appoint a com- 
mission to arrange the details of the 
construction of the proposed Pacific 
Cable. It will consist of two delegates 
each from the imperial government, 
Australia and Canada. Before ad- 
journing the conference* indorsed the 
resolutions adopted by the Inter-Colon- 
ial Conference of 1894, in favor of com- 


mercial reciprocity between the United 
Kingdom and the colonies. 


TIN PLATE INDUSTRY. The 
growth of the tin-plate industry of 
the United States is very satisfactory. 
With many disadvantages in the form 
of cheap foreign tin plate to contend 
with, it shows a steady increase. Spe- 
cial Treasury Agent Ayer gives some 
interesting figures in a lata report on 
the subject. He says: 

“During the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1895, the production in the United 
States of commercial tin and terne 
plates was 193,801,073 pounds, against 
139,223,467 pounds produced during the 
previous fiscal year, showing thereby 
an increase in the production of 39 per 


cent. 

“Of the production for the year, 160,- 
576,934 pounds, or about 83 per cent., 
were made from sheets rolled in the 
United States, against about 62 per 
cent. made from such sheets of the 
production for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1894. The quantity of sheets 
used of American manufacture during 
the last fiscal year was 31,253,467 
pounds in excéss of the entire produc- 
tion of commercial] tin and terne plates 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 


“Forty-eight firms were | 
during the quarter ended June 30, 1895, 
as against forty during the correspond- 
ing quarter of the previous fiscal year. 
“The total imports during the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1895, were 518,968,- 
1 pounds; total exports for the same 
period, 126,777,800 pounds, showing net 
imports of 387,185,601 pounds. Total do- 
mestic production, 193,801.073 pounds: 
approximate consumption in the United 
States, 580,968,674 pounds; average an- 
nual capacity of mills completed June 
30, 1895, (144) say, 450.000,000 pounds; 
same of mills completed and in process 
of construction June 30, 1895, say, 
570,000,000 pounds.“ 


LOUISIANA SUNDAY LAW. An ex- 
change says that a New Orleans grocer 
has announced his intention of contest- 
ing in the United States Supreme Court 
the constitutionality of the Sunday law 
of Louisiana. He will base his contest 
on the ground that he pays not only 
local and State taxes, but an internal 
revenue license to the United States 
government. He claims that his license 
is a contract which entitles him to 
carry on his business 365 days in the 
year; that neither the State nor the 
Federal Constitution limits the per- 
formance of a contract to week days: 
and, finally, that the Sunday law does 
not rest on the police power of the 
State, as certain persons are exempted 
from its operations and by such ex- 
emption are permitted to carry on the 
same business on Sunday, from which 
the complainant is prohibited. A gro- 
cer in New Orleans may sell anything 
on Sunday except liquors, while others 
not grocers, can sell liquors.

Lincoln’s Early Sorrows. 

‘(ida M. Tarbell, in McClure’s Maga- 
zine for November:) His life had its 
tragedies as well as its touch of ro- 
mance—tragedies so real and profound 
that they gave dignity to all the crude- 
ness and poverty which surrounded 
him, and quickened and intensified the 
melancholy temperament he had inher- 
ited from his mother. Away back in 
1816, when Thomas Lincoln had started 
to find a farm in Indiana, bidding his 
wife be ready to go into the wilderness 
on his return, Nancy Lincoln, had taken 
her boy and girl to à tiny grave, that 
of her youngest child; and the three 
had there said good-by to a little cne 
whom the children had scarcely 
known, but for whom the mother’s 
grief was so keen that the boy never 
forgot the scene. Two years later he 
saw his father make a green pine box 
and put his dead mother into it, and 
he saw her buried not far from their 
cabin, almost without prayer. Young 
as he was, it is said that it was his 
efforts which brought a parson from 
Kentucky, three months later, to preach 
the sermon and conduct the service 
which seemed to the child a nec 

honor to the dead. As sad as the death 
of his mother had been was that of 
his only sister, Sarah. Married to 
Aaron Grigsby in 1826, she had died a 
year and a half later in child-birth a 
death which to her brother must have 


seemed a horror and a mystery.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY 


LARGEST DAIRY FARM IN THE 
STATE STARTED. 


Board of Health After Milkmen and 
Butchers Who Adulterate Bo- 
logna Sausage—The Grand Jury 
Charged—Santa Fe Depot Site. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 2.—John 
A. Cole and H. E. Harris have pur- 
chased the Houghton ranch, or old Bur- 
cham place, of 40,000 acres. Summit 
Station, of the Santa Fe system is on 
the ranch. They have transferred 200 
head of Jersey cows from the Glen Helen 
ranch to their new purchase. As soon 
as they tan be secured, this number 
will be increased to 1000 head. It is 
their intention to run the largest dairy 
farm in the State. This epring they 
will plant 3000 acres to alfalfa. They 
will also plant several thousand acres 
of the Glen Helen ranch to alfalfa. The 
Mojave River runs for a distance of 
ten miles through the Houghton ranch, 
furnishing an abundance of water for 
not only this ranch, but adjoining 
tracts of government land. Mr. Harris 
is a large stockholder, and one of the 
directors of the San Bernardino Na- 
tional Bank, and made large sums of 
money out of the sale of the Harqua 
Hala mines in Arizona. Mr. Cole is an 
experienced and successful farmer of 
large means. 

BOARD OF HEALTH AROUSED. 

The Board of Health met this after- 
noon and has determined to issue ctt- 
culars notifying milkmen not to sell 
milk below the standard. It will ask 
the City Trustees to purchase the ne- 
i instruments to make tests 
of milk sold by dairymen. This course 
has been found necessary on account 
of numerous complaints of adulterated 
milk. The board has recently been in- 
vestigating meat markets, and an an- 
alysis of bologna sausage showed it to 
be 75 per cent. burned potatoes and 25 

r cent. rotten meat dipped in smok- 
ne, a poisonous substance secured in 
cans from Chicago. The Board of 
Health is on the rampage, and pro- 


poses to investigate everything and 
eradicate all adulterations from the 
markets. 


GRAND JURY CHARGED. 

In charging the grand jury today 
Judge Campbell, in addition to the 
usual charge, said: “It is your duty to 
act, not to criticize. It is not for you 
to commend or condemn, but to find 
indictments, and if no indictments are 
found, it is then your duty to say noth- 
ing. A grand juror is responsible for 
what he says or what he. writes as 
much as any other citizen.”’ 

T was called for py the 
conduct of former grand juries in 
bringing in long reports, either come 
mendatory or in ~ condemnation of 
county officers and public men in gen- 
eral, without proper foundation for 
such reports.
